Improving the present city dock in 


East Jordan may be the way toward 
eventually realizing the hoped-for mar- 
ina, according to an analysis by city 
superintendent Mike Dionne. 

Dionne told city council pilings on the 
south side are not holding the dock on a 
level because they aren't securely 
‘driven into the lake bed. 


‘‘They’re almost floating,’’ he said. 

No matter what the work crews do to 
fix the dock, he said, the movement of 
the pilings will make the work fruit- 
less, as the dock is continually pulled 
out of shape. 


Dionne explained what is needed is to 
splice the pilings so that they would be 
fong enough to drive deeply into the 
fake bed.

headquarters. Public works superintendent Mike Dionne has a plan to straighten

The present pilings, though not long 
enough, are of such good quality -that 
they are practically irreplaceable, he 
said. ‘‘They are pressure- treajed yel- 
low pine,’’ he explained, adding they 
are also extra-large.in diameter.

BC to hold tax hearing 


The Boyne City school board will hold 
a public hearing on whether it can levy 
taxes already approved by voters. 

Confused? It’s all because of the state 
Truth in Taxation Law approved earlier 
this year: 

Under the law, a government cannot 
collect more money from property taxes 
than it did the year before (exclud- 
ing collections on new construction) 
unless it holds a hearing and passes a 
resolution to levy additional! millage. 

That additional millage is not really 
additional millage, though. It’s the 
same 21.3 mills voters approved in June 
plus the county allocation of 9.1 mills 
which the district has gotten for years. 

And that’s a 10th of a: mill lower than 
a year ago. 

So what’s the hearing and resolution 
all about? 

Because assessments have gone up 
on individual properties, raising the 
total State Equalized Valuation of the 
district (that’s the total of all the 
the district 
would get more money than last year— 
which the law says it can’t do without 


going through the hearing and resofu- © 


tion procedure so residents know they 


will be paying more. 

Of course, they’ve been paying more 
for years as assessments have gone up. 
The law doesn’t change that, it just 
requires school districts, cities, villages 
and townships to hold the ‘hearings. 

Boyne’s Truth in Taxation hearing 
will be held at 7:30 p.m. Monday, July 
26, in the high school media center. It 
will be followed by a special meeting of 
the school board at 8. 

The ‘‘additional’’ millage the district 
will be levying if it approves the 
resolution will be 1.98 mills. The total 
school operating millage will be 30.4 
mills. A year ago, the schools operated 
on 30.5 mills. 

Without the resolution, the board 
would only be able to collect 28.42 mills 
and would have to cut the budget and dr 
dip into the $175,000 expected to be sat 
over at the end of the year. :

Changes in the past 12 
months have  strength- 
ened the financial posi- 
tion of Social Security and 
have lessened benefits, 
according to Gordon Sat- 
telmeier, Petoskey branch 
manager.

and no payments in May, 
June, July and August. 

There no longer is a 
guaranteed minimum of 
$122 for new beneficiar- 
ies. Rather, they will be 
paid the actual amount 
due based on an average 
of their earnings. 

Beneficiaries whase 
checks started coming in 
December 198! or earlier 
will continue receiving the 
minimum. 

A lump sum death pay- 
ment of $255 will still be 
paid but now is limited to 
a spouse living in the 
same home at the time of 
death or to a spouse or 
child who in the month of 
the death is eligible for a 
Social Security benefit 
based on‘ the deceased 
worker’s record. 

No one else can receive 
the lump sum. In the past, 
it was paid to estates, 
funeral homes or other 
eligible persons in every 
case.

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Symphonette percussionist breaks stereotype 


Think of a percussionist 
and what image comes to 
mind? The one in the back of 
the orchestra who sits for long 
periods of time counting mea- 
sures of music then suddenly 
jumps to his feet with a crash 
of cymbals, a thunder of 
timpani, or, taking a whack at 
the bass drum runs back for a 
gentle ‘‘ting’’ on the triangle. 
This is the percussionist. 

David Wiles, a percussion- 
ist with the Northwood Sym- 
phonette (and Midland and 
Saginaw Symphony Orches- 
tras) is skilled in all the 
stereotyped techniques of 
percussion, but his true artis- 
try goes far beyond. 

He is a composer, innova- 
ter and maker of instruments 
that make sound. He is fas- 
cinated with sound, ‘‘Think of 
a romantic candlelit dinner,” 
he says, ‘‘that is the mood 
and image I like to think of 
when composing and per- 
forming my ‘sound-sculp- 
tures’.”” 

He does just that, shaping 
and creating textures with 
sound, Whether with ceramic 
bells, welded brake drums, 
metal ‘‘stroking rods,’’ anti- 
gue temple bells, wind 
chimes, marimba, timpani or 
tam-tam, Wiles involves the 
audience. They become parti- 
cipants in his creativity. 

A graduate of Interlochen 
Arts Academy and Oberlin 
Conservatory, he has suc- 
cessfully combined the life of 
an artist with the life of a 
performing professional 
musician. As a former in- 
structor at the Midland Cen- 
ter for the Arts in metal- 
smithing and sculpture, he is 
always observing, searching 
out new welding techniques, 
new materials and new ways 
to ferret out ‘‘the sounds.” 

There is another facet to 
Wiles, as president and ow- 
ner of The Gumbo Rubber 
Stamp Company. Wiles is a 
“nut” about rubber stamps,

even to the point of incor- 
porating their use in an 
original composition during a 
recital as a 1980 associate 
fellow at the Northwood Insti- 
tute Alden B. Dow Creati- 
vity Center. 

His home is his studio. 
Fascinated with construction, 
it is always in some new 
phase of remodeling. The 
tantalizing aroma of one of his 
vegetarian concoctions wel- 
comes visitors. It is a whole- 
wheat crust filled with a rata- 
touille mixture, smothered 
with melted cheese...some- 
thing of a cross between 
pizza, quiche and a casserole. 
Music plays from the first 
step on the porch where his 
metal sculpture ‘‘door-bells”’ 
herald your arrival, to the 
speakers and stereo emanat- 
ing haunting sounds of Har- 
ry Partch, Black-Earth Per- 
cussion or, David Wiles. 

Wiles is a gentle soul. One 
of those rare individuals who 
is instantly likeable.

stove, window-insulation, so- 
lar-heating business), cooking 
15 recipes of his cheese and 
vegetable combination to put 
into the freezer, processing 
orders for his rubber stamps 
that come from around the 
world, or talking about his 
music. He is a sincere hard 
worker who is in perpetual 
motion and a thinker who 
wonders about things. Marks 
of creativity. 

Wiles will complete work 
toward his masters degree in 
music at the University of 
Michigan this fall. He has 
been there often, performing 
with The Current and Modern 
Consort, a group of percus- 
sionists dedicated to playing 
new compositions. Many are 
the works of David Colson, 
founder and conductor of the 
ensemble, who is also a 


frag rere storie rnnlsgnie tan heme es» 


member of The Northwood 
Symphonette. : 

Wiles and Colson are in the 
vangard of the sound of the 
future. Wiles’ rubber stamp 
business now has designs for 
‘color notation’’ of music. He 
finds his diversified interests 
an advantage when creating 
new sounds. ‘‘Soothing per- 
cussion,’ he calls it, ‘‘solo 
percussion is creative but 
must have credibility that 
goes beyond emotions.’’ 
Wiles has the credibility. 
Watching him petform is a 
happy experience for audi- 
ences of ail ages. 

Wiles is a featured soloist 
during The Northwood Sym- 
phonette’s Festival of the 
Lakes tour of northern Mich- 
igan. He performed July 4 on 
Mackinac Island and will ap- 
pear July 15 in Charlevoix. 
The piece he will perform is 
by Heuwell Tircuit, an Ameri- 
can composer who has spent a 
great number of years living 
and composing in Japan. 
‘“‘Odoru Katachi’’ is the title 


of the two-movement concerto | 


commissioned by Thor John- 
son in 1962 for the Chicago 
Little Symphony. 

The commission by John- 
son stipulated that a ‘‘de- 
mariding’’ piece for solo per- 
cussion be written for a 
versatile chamber orchestra. 
Johnson conducted its prem- 
iere 20 years ago and 168 
additional performances of 
the work. 

The concerto reflects the 
influence of Tircuit’s many 
years in Japan. Freely trans- 
lated ‘‘odoru Katachi’’ means 
the essence or soul of danc- 
ing. The piece utilizes many 
rhythms of Japan with the 
first movement indicative of 
Noh and Kabuki ideals and 
the allegro movement repre- 
senting street musicians. The 
score calls for the use of an 
atare-game (metal triangle). 
Wiles fashioned one by weld- 
ing an old brake drum to get

As Commodore Pierce Bray 
puts it, the Walloon Yacht 
Club isn’t so much a building 
as it is an idea. And the idea 
is boating. 

“You don’t have to be a 
sailor to be a member,” Bray 
said, however. ‘‘We have a 
large number of members 
who don’t race themselves, 
but like to see the races.”’ 

This summer the Walloon 
Yacht Club, with a member- 
ship of about 80 families, is 
celebrating 75 years of sail- 
ing, power boating, and boat- 
watching. 

Bray, who came into the 
Walloon experience in 1960, 


said, ‘Many people grew up : 


in the yacht club—even sev- 
eral generations.”’ 

For the celebration, Bray 
said, 16 races are scheduled 
through the summer for High- 
landers, 17s, Snipes, and for 
open class. Even non-mem- 
bers will have a chance, the 
commodore said, sailing in an 
all-boat race this weekend. 

The 17s, according to a 
former commodore Marjorie 
Kroeger, were designed spec- 
ifically for Walloon waters. 
The keel-type sailboat, now 
popular elsewhere as well, is 
named for its 17 square 
meters of sail area, she said. 

Walloon Lake’s irregular 
shoreline and hills make for 
irregular winds. That unpre- 
dictability makes sailing Wal- 
loon interesting, Kroeger 
said. 

Whatever the cause, Wal- 
loon is the scene of a ‘‘most 
active sailing progtam,’’ Bray 
said. And if anything, he

A couple were 
permanent Petoskey  resi- 
dents. 

The first commodore was 
Fred C. Adams of Kansas 
City. Elected as vice com- 
modore was Arthur Nulsen 
and named as secretary-trea- 
surer was Xene Y. Smith. 

Membership fee was $1 
and annual dues were also a 
dollar. 

Early records, which Kroe- 
ger watches over, are incom- 
plete. They show the club was 
reorganized in 1926 but not 
why or how. 

Through its first 50 years 
the club used private homes 
and the Walloon Lake Coun- 
try Club to hold meetings and 
social events. 

In 1957—the club’s golden 
anniversary year—it moved 
into a building in the Walloon 
Village area. 

Ten years later the club 
built a storage building on the 
country club grounds and 
moved its meetings to the 
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= country club. 


In early years races were 
held on Walloon and at other 
clubs such as Bay View. A 
three-race regatta was held 
each year on Walloon. 

One of the boats used on 
the lake at that time was the 
W, a forerunner to the 17 
which was also built locally. 
There were only six W's built 
before the 17’s came into 
being in the 1930s. 

The Review Trophy Races 
began in 1946 and continued 
for a dozen or so years. 
Walloon’s trophy case con- 
tains three trophies from that 
series—one for each of the 
three times it won the series 
for three straight years. 


Other clubs participating in 7 


the series were Burt Lake, 
Little Traverse, Harbor 
Springs, Crooked Lake and 
Belvedere. 

A high point in the club’s 
7S years came in 1978 when it 
hosted the National High- 
lander championships. 

Forty-six Highlanders from 
around the nation participat- 
ed in the six-race event. 

Kroeger says the event was 
notable for the varying wind 
conditions’ which prevailed 
throughout the. week.
